This is only a partial list of the lost 
and saved, the total American loss be- 
ing estimated at about 372. Until com- 
ber cannot be definitely determined. 

The original muster rolls were lost 
with the ship and duplicates had to be 
sent to England by the war depart- 
ment. This accounts for the length of 
time required to establish the identity 
of the men lost.

Fall of City Crowning Event 
of Campaign Against the 
Turks—Turks in Mesopo- 
tamia Cornered. 


London, October 27.—The city of Alep- 
po was occupied by British cavalry 
and armored cars Saturday morning, 
says a British official statement issued 
today on operations in Syria and Pal- 
estine. 

The statement reads: 

“Our advanced cavalry. and armored 
cars occupied Aleppo on the morning 
of October 26, after overcoming slight 
opposition.’ 


The fall of Aleppo to the British is 
the crowning event of the victorious 
campaign of General Allenby, in which 


he captured Jerusalem and Damascus 


on his way northward through Pales-|

Syria. Aleppo is 185 miles 
north of Damascus and 70 miles east 
of the Mediterranean sea.

No news has yet been received 
that the railwey junction 6 miles be- 
yond Aleppo, has been captured, but it 
is not believed that the Turks will at- 
tempt to defend it, and the fall of the 
railway junction will mean that a vital 
artery of the enemy communications 
has been cut. : 

The fall of Aleppo is expected to be 
a decisive factor in determining Turkey 
to sue for peace. 


BRITISH GAIN 


IN MESOPOTAMIA. 


London, October 27.—An official com- 
munication on the operations in Meso- 


potamia today says: : 

“Our troops continue to pursue the 
Turks on both banks of the ‘rigris. On 
October 25 our columns moving up the 
eastern bank forced a passage of the 
lesser Zab near its mouth in conjunc- 
tion with our cavalry which crossed this 
river the previous evening seven miles 
further up stream. 

“A Jater movement turned the left 
flank of a Turkish force holding the 
angle formed by the junction of the 


lesser Zab with the Tigris and assisted 
the main body to dyive the enemy across

Washington, October 7.—Upward 
revision of wages in all ship yards of! 
the country to provide . uniform na- | 
tional rates for practically.all the ship 
yard trades, effective immediately, was 
announced today by the shipbuilding 
labor adjustment board. Two great dis- 
tricts are created, one for the Pacific 
coast and the other embracing the At- 
lantic and gulf coasis and Great Lakes. 
In the first, increases average 20 per 
cent, and in the. second 15 per cent, 
with the basic rates for the principal 
skilled trades fixed at 80 cents per? 
hour in both. 

Further Increases May Come. 

This decision will be reviewed ev- 
ery six months apd further increases 
granted if cost of living warrants. 

The Pacific coast award is retroac- 
tive to August 1. Under the two 
awards in some instances there will be 
differences of a few cents an hour in 
favor of the Pacific coast, to offset 
higher living costs there. In that sec- 
tion, half of the award already is in 
effect, having been granied by employ- 
ers in December, 1917, and confirmed 
by the board last February, so that the 
actual average increase in the west at 
the present time is ten per cent of the 
wages in effect in October, 1917. 

Owing to diversity of conditions in 
various parts of the country, it was 
found advisable to establish a nation- 
ally uniform scale for laborers, rates 
for them having been fixed on three 
bases: The Pacific coast, the north 
Ailantic and Jakes, and the south At- 
lantic and gulf. 

No changes in existing piecework 
rates are to be made until after con- 
ference between representatives of the 
shipyards and the piecework crafts.to 
be held here this week. Further ex- 
tension of the premium, bonus and con- 
tract system in effect in some yards 
is prohibited, unless authorized by the 
board. 

The decisions directly affect about 
400,000 shipyard workers, and the 
board believed thev will have an indi- 
rect bearing. on the wages of other 
workers in all parts of the country. 

Based on Cost of Living. 

Increases granted. are based on cost 
of living statistics furnished by the 
department of labor. Because advances 
in the cost of living affect laborers and 


helpers and other employes of lower 
wages more than the skilled men paid 
high wages, the board has given larger 
proportionate increases to them. Rates 
above $5.25 per dav were increased an 
average of 15 per cent in the east and!

Dr. J. S. Lyons. 


Preaching from the text: “Therefore, 
being justified by faith, we have peace 


with God through our Lord Jesus) 
Christ,” Dr. J. Sprole Lyons stressed ' 
the idea that reconciliation with God | 


through Christ is based upon the fact 
that Christ has fully met the demands 
of justice in behalf of the sinner. It is 
not a legal fiction. Applying the prin- 
ciple to the proposed peace with Ger- 
many, he said: 


‘The request ef the German government 
for an armistice forces aij thoughtful peo- 


ple to a new appraisal of the moral ele- |; 


Any 
move which looks toward the settlement 
of a dispute inevitably raises the question 
of relative guilt of the parties. The moral 
sense of the civilized world has been s0 
shocked and aes by the unprovoked 
raid of Germany And her vassal countries 
that there is an inevitable impulse to in- 
voke the ancient Lex Taiionis, the law of 
retaliation, and demand ‘an eye fer an 
eye, a tooth for a tooth.’ Indeed, the feel- 
ing amongst the soldiers in Belgium and 
France who see the sickening evidence of 
the ingane brutality of German soldiers is 
to demand ‘two eyes for an eye, and two 
teeth for a tooth.’ 


‘ “A Town for a Town,’ 
hey pass through the devastated sec- 
tions on their way inte Germany their sio- 
gan is ‘A town for a town.’

~— EXPECTED IN SENATE 


Washington, October 27.—Congress is 
expected tamorrow to postpone all work 
until after the November. elections. 
With many senators and representatives 
already absent in final congressional 
campaigns, leaders hope to put through 
@ resolution ordering a fortnight’s re- 
céss from Tuesday until November 12. 


The program involves postponement 
of action on the war revenue bill, the 
nation-wide, war-time prohibition leg- 
islation and the investigation of brew- 
ers’ activities. 

A turbulent session is expected in 
the Senate tomorrow by discussion of 
President Wilson’s appeal to his fellow 
countrymen for election of a democratic 
congress. A sharp clash between Ye- 
Publicans and democratic senators is 
threatened, but some of the former 
favor a discussion from the stump 
rather than in congress.

BRITISH REPULSE

London, October 27.—The Germans 
launched heavy counter attacks against 
the British south of Valenciennes today,

Berlin, October 27.—(Via London.)—

London, October 27.—British troops 
fighting along the Piave river since 
the night of October 23-24 have occu- 
pied the island of Grave di Papadopoli 
and taKen more than 719 prigoners, ac- 
cording to an official statement issued 
here today. Saturday violent Austrian 
counter attacks were repulsed,

“On the night of October 23-24 the 
Tenth arm\ undertook . operations 
against the island of Grave di Papado- 
poli in the Piave.

The first time parts were 
February and from that 
has been a constant flow 
supply the several hundred 
ers under the American and British 
navies laying the barrage that is now 
a menace to every German submarine 
venturing into the Atlantic ocean and 
which naval men balieve probably has 
accounted for many of them.
